At 9:45 o'clock last night a number of 


young 
men were 
lounging in the fruit 


stand 
of J. W. 
Raunells, 
at No. 
124 


West First 
street, 
when 
one cf them 


picked up a parlor match, 
and, laying it 


upon an iron weight on the scales, struck 
it with the blade 
of a penknife to make 


it explode. 
When it did so, the ignited 


head of the match 
flew from the 
stick 


and lodged in a bundle of dry pampas 
grass which hung from the rafters. 
The 


inflammable 
grass immediately flared up, 


and in an instant almost the whole stock 
of 
1,000 bundles 
was on fire, and the 
frightened 
youths 
fled from the store

alarm 
was

[Associated Press Dispatches to the Hsbald. 
W ashington, February 6.—The House 
committee on the ballot-box forgery this 
morning called Senator John Sherman 
bb the first witness. 
H e was shown Ex­ 
hibit A, and declared that he never 
signed it. 
He Baw it first when it was 
sent him in November by Mr. Halstead. 
The signature w as a copy of his rubber 
franking stam p, and not an imitation of 
his signature. W itness had never heard 
or known of the ballot-box contract, and 
never heard of the Campbell bill before 
Governor Foraker’s music hall speech. 
M urat Halstead, editor .of the Cincin­ 
nati Commercial Gazette, testified that 
when he published Governor Campbell's 
signature, he cut off from the photo­ 
graphic copy of th9 paper the signatures 
below Campbell’s. W itness told how he 
got hold of the paper, of hi* talks with 
Governor Foraker and others about it, 
and bow it was thought advisable to use 
it in the campaign against Campbell. 
ad ballot box 
W itness did not see aDy room for 
questioning the genuineness of the paper. 
He told Foraker that it was necessary to 
use the paper or part of it, and that he 
felt so exasperated at the idea of Sher­ 
m an, Butterworth and McKinley going 
in with John McLean in such a m atter 
that he felt tempted to explode it under 
them . It w ai something more than 
policy, almost public duty. But Camp­ 
bell was the only one before the public 
as candidate for public office, and there­ 
fore it might be proper to use only his 
nam e. Another reason for cutting off all 
the names bul Campbell's was that Sun­ 
set Cox, whose name was among the 
forgeries, had just died, and witness felt 
convinced of the genuineness of the Big 
natures. 
H alstead's theory of the forgery was 
that it was never intended or expected to 
harm anybody. The motive originally 
was Wood’s extremo anxiety to get the 
Smoke Inspectorship. It was .preposter­ 
ous to suppose Governor Foraker thought 
there was anything fraudulent about it. 
There was a cloud of witnesses, and the 
lawyer who drew up the contract. W it­ 
ness wondered now that they did not 
come down and deuy it the day after t.^e 
publication. 
Undoubtedly Wood put 
Senator 
Sherm an's, name on it to 
make it impossible for Foraker to 
ul.6 the paper. After the publication 
witness was staggered to see Senator 
Sherm an's declaration that the paper 
was a lie, but he assumed that Sherman 
was extrem ely unlikely to have signed 
the paper, knowing what it was. Thirty 
years ago Sherman lost the Speakership 
by signing in that way “ The Compen­ 
dium of the Helper Book,” 
Mr. Halstead placed at the disposal of 
the committee his private letters to 
Governor Foraker, and said some of 
them were conclusive evidence that both 
him self and Foraker were convinced of 
the soundness of the paper. 
Cogswell asked why witness did not 
verify the character of the paper by Sher­ 
m an and Butterworth. 
He replied that Butterworth was not 
in the country, or had just returned. 
Sherman was in W ashington. 
He re­ 
called saying that you could get a m em ­ 
ber of Congress to sign a petition to get 
himself hauged. It was not pleasant to 
put a finger on n sore spot like that. It 
was not his particular part to go scratch­ 
ing at it just then. The publication was 
forced by circumstances beyond his con­ 
trol, so he did not consult the signers. 
He adm itted that they could not draw 
Campbell out as they tried to do. “ The 
fact is,” said he, “ he turned out a more 
difficult person than wo thought.” 
Turner—Then if the Governor had 
succeeded in getting Campbell into a 
corner, you would stand at the head of 
the cannou and touch it off? 
Halstead—No, sir; I did not intend to 
stand at the head of the cannon, fcnt I 
got there. [Great laughter.] 
Continuing, Halstead eaid there was 
supposed to be some feeling between 
Senator Sherman and Governor Foraker, 
growing out of the events at the Chicago 
Convention.

some friction where they are so crowded. 
The delicate relations existing between 
Sherman and Foraker made it highly in­ 
expedient to allow a paper to get out 
through Foraker’s agency that rtfleeted 
on Senator Sherman ; it would have been 
fatal to the party. W itness had not re­ 
lied on Wood’s word regarding the paper, 
but was guided by the internal e'vidence 
of the paper.

It was a document far beyond Wood's 
ability to produce. He believed from 
the beginning Foraker had been fooled 
as he had himself. W itness never con­ 
tem plated rivalry for the Senatorship 
between himself, M cKinley and Butter­ 
worth. He had known of great calam i­ 
ties befalling public men, and believed 
if these men hail signed that paper they 
should be struck.

Associated Press Dispatches to the Her alp 1 
San F rancisco, February 6.—boon 
after the Episcopal convention m et this 
morning the com mittee on order of busi­ 
ness presented majority and minority re­ 
ports on the mode of procedure to be 
followed in the election of an Assistant 
Bishop of the diocese of California. Both 
reports were laid on the table, and the 
convention determined to proceed with 
the election according to the canons of 
the diocese. 
Additional nominations for Assistant 
Bishop were then m ade as follows: Rev. 
S. D. McConnell and Rev. R. E. Denni­ 
son, both of Philadelphia, Pa. 
The salary of the ABsiutant Bishop wan 
next fixed at $5,000 per year, and that of 
the Bishop at $3,000. 
A recess was then taken, and upon re­ 
assembling the convention proceeded to 
ballot for an Assistant Bishop. The first 
ballot showed that Rev. Dr. W . F. 
Nichols, of Philadelphia, had received 
the highest num ber of votes, 36, but had 
not received a majority, so a second vote 
wag taken, which resulted in the election 
of Dr. 
Nichols. 
The second "bal­ 
lot was as follows: 
Whole 
num ­ 
ber of votes, clerical 49, lay 32; 
necessary to a choice, 44. 
Rev. Dr. W. 
F. Nichols, of Philadelphia, received: 
Clerical 28, lay 21; Rev. Dr. W. W alaer, 
North Dakota, clerical I ; Rev. T. F. 
Gailor, Tennessee, clerical 4, lay 1; Rev. 
Bishop Talbot, Idaho, clerical 10, lay 8; 
Rev. R. Olin. New York, clerical 3, lay 
2; Rev. Dr. G. R. Van Dewater, New 
York, clerical 2. 
Dr. Nichols, having received the 
requisite majority, his election was de­ 
clared unanimous. A song of glory then 
followed. 
The following committee was appointed 
this afternoon to notify Rev. W . F. 
Nichols of his appointm ent as Assistant 
Bishop of the diocese of California: Rev. 
R. O. Foute, Rev. J. 8. Reed and Dr. 
Lathrop. The delegates signed a testi­ 
monial to Dr. Nichols, and the conven­ 
tion adjourned. 
The secretary, at yesterday’s session, 
read a memorial from’ the Southern Con­ 
vocation of California, setting forth the 
reason for its lack of representatives in 
the convention. The protest was signed 
by seventeen clerical and twenty-three 
lay delegates, praying that the conven­ 
tion would not proceed to elect an As­ 
sistant Bishop, |?ut would postpone the 
election till the regular annual meeting. 
Some reasons 
given are the ex­ 
tra expenses necessary, the uncert-iuty 
of railroad communication ; the hue epi­ 
demic disabling many m em bers, and 
that the result of holding a special con­ 
vention under such circumstances would 
be to produce a sense of deep-seated in­ 
justice to the whole of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The first signature to the memorial was 
that of the Rev. A G. L. True, rector of 
the Church of Our Saviour, of San 
Gabriel, who stated that he was author­ 
ized to sign for four other clergy and 
lay delegates, representing parishes and 
missions in Southern California, as by 
names submitted.

E ditors H erald—In Mr. George’s 
last 
lecture, it was impossible to 
answer anything he said on account of 
the impatience (!) of the audience and 
the iron-bound parliam entary (?) rules 
enforced by Mr. Hoyt. I therefore re­ 
quest the privilege of saying a few words 
and asking some questions. Mr. George 
says that railroads, steam ships, etc., 
must not be taxed, because they would 
charge it to the people. Then, must 
they not pay something for the land 
they use? 
U nder Mr. George’s defiai* 
tiou, water is just as much land as soil 
is. 
Has the sea no value? Why not 
charge for the use of the sea, say within 
the “ three miles lim it,” as “ laud!” It 
has a value; for the company would pay 
any tax imposed, if reasonable, or not 
exorbitant. Y et Mr. George says, don’t 
tax the value of the sea, which iie says, 
however, is “ land.” 
The public are 
taxed in part for the tax on land values, 
us fur as competition will allow it. The 
rest the farm er pays himself. You can­ 
not tax “ land values” any more than 
you can tax laud, because the farmer or 
laborer pays the tax—it comes out of his 
pocket. 
The distinction is without a 
difference. 
H e says, “ What business 
has a man raising potatoes on laud with 
value?” 
I 
say, w hat business has 
he 
raising 
potatoes on land hav­ 
ing 
no 
value? 
Show 
me 
any 
laud without value and you will find 
that it is impossible to raise even pota­ 
toes without Iobs. Potatoes are of more 
value to life than stocks or bonds. Yet 
he would give the preference to theee 
fatter and not tax them either. Ho de­ 
pends on the increase of taxation to de­ 
prive of practical ownership, while the 
legal title rem ains. 
H e claims that the 
farm er will pay very little rent. He will 
pay 
in proportion 
to the value 
of the land, and therefore would 


be paying for 
the use of 
his 
land 
just 
as 
dear 
as 
would 
the city proprietor. He will pay a tax 
and therefore it must necessarily reduce 
the power of his labor, just as the dog 
tax would reduce dogs. W hat, then, 
will force a proprietor to sell when the 
taxes would be laid (as they are supposed 
tobe now) according to value? W hat 
would prevent him (all proprietors, as 
hotel keeper or farmer), as he has a 
legal title, and therefore title to interest 
on his 
investment in land, from 
raising his 
rents 
to 
make up 
the interest which the government 
would take. It is like a man raising 
himself by the straps of his boots. The 
very tax that would force to sell (?) 
would prevent a purchaser, from the 
fact that he would have to pay the in­ 
creased taxes; and it would be just as 
profitable for the original owner to hold 
as for thot purchaser. A person could get 
a vacant lot cheaper for use, it is said ; 
but would be not, on the other hand, 
have to pay the increased taxej and 
also higher prices to everyone else? 
Mr. George adm its that the land morally 
belongs to all the people, just as the Bea 
does, which is also land. He thinks tax­ 
ation would obtain the free use of it. It 
cannot be as long as values are taxed 
proportionately,universally, and the legal 
title remains. Nationalists recognize the 
same moral right to land, but propose to 
take it back by change of the Constitu­ 
tion, by the consent of three-fourths or 
more of the people. 
If we ought 
not, or can not, tax trusts, corpora­ 
tions, etc., the only way of redress is to 
own and run them through govern­ 
mental control. 
We cannot fix the 
prices of transportation otherwise. Mr. 
George retains the “ margin of cultiva­ 
tion,” which is determ ined by the 
market price. Right here is where the 
speculator gets in his deadly work, and 
will always be on hand under the system. 
Where will be the “ dem and for labor” 
when his taxes are increased and stocks 
and bonds go frae ? Respectfully,

R e e d ’s O u c - .n « u P o w e r , 
Hon. Stephen M. White, in his com­ 
munication in yesterday’s H e r a l d deny­ 
ing that he ever made a quorum-ruling 
each as Reed is insisting upon in the 
House of Representatives, defines his 
views upon the law as settled by parlia­ 
m entarians. Speaking of the immemorial 
practice of counting as present only 
those who take part in the proceedings 
i)y voting, he says: 
It is established parliamentary law and 
Cftn only be properly abrogated by rule, 
l^ e presiding officer has no right to 
make rules. 
He must follow parlia­ 
mentary precedents until rules to the 
contrary are enacted. Members who 
vote, or announce that they will not 
vote, make their action a matter of rec­ 
ord. In such a case, they personally 
declare that they are present. No one 
has ever been found to question so plaio 
a proposition. 
The Cáse is entirely 
different where a member does not 
answer. His presence can only be evi­ 
denced by his answer. 
The whole case is disposed of against 
Reed when the Lieutenant Governor 
declares that “ a presiding officer has no 
right to make rules,” but must “follow 
parliamentary precedents until rules to 
the contrary are enacted.” This covers 
the whole ground, and prescribes accu­ 
rately the limitation of the power of a 
presiding officer. 
The H e r a ld has 
hdretofore said that if any rule of estab­ 
lished practice in parliamentary proceed­ 
ings is defective or objectionable, it must 
be changed in a regular way. The body 
to whom the rule is to be applied is the 
proper authority to make the change. 
If 8very presiding officer shall be per­ 
mitted to change rules and to alter 
established parliamentary codes at his 
own sweet will, there is an end to order 
in deliberative bodies. Let such an idea 
obtain, and there will be no lack of enap 
interpretations of rules to carry out in­ 
terested and corrupt purposes. It is far 
better to follow bad precedents than to 
snbmit to their arbitrary change at the 
will of a presiding officer. 
The Republicans are making a great 
clamor about the interruption of public 
business because the Democrats resist 
Mr. Reed’s arbitrary change of a 
rule which deprives the minority 
of 
a 
right they have exercised 
from the 
time of the foundation 
of our Government. W hat public busi­ 
ness can be of greater importance than 
to fight an invasion of an established 
right? The very object of nine-tenths of 
the rules in free parliaments is to pro­ 
tect the rights of the minority—to enable 
them to guard against the tyranny and 
the wrong-doing of majorities. The very 
essence of our liberties lies in this kind 
of protection. The Stuarts, from the first 
Charles to the second James, all predi 
cated their infringement of the rightB 
and privileges of Parliament on the ex­ 
cuse that the business of the country 
suffered because they would not conform 
to the will of the crown. 
We have no 
doubt that when Cliarles went personally 
to the House of Commons with armed 
men to seize obnoxious members he 
justified himself by the plea that they 
were obstructing the business of the 
country. W hat greater business can a 
country have than the preservation 
of the rights and privileges of its repre­ 
sentatives from arbitrary infraction by 
any individual in power, whether he be 
Speaker or King? Whoever usurps such 
power is a tyrant and ought to be re­ 
sisted ; and whenever a nation becomes 
too tame or too indifferent to resist such 
encroachments, the time is not far dis­ 
tant when she will have no rights left to 
vindicate.

THE COLORED MEN'S CONVENTION 


Developing Our Benourcei. 
We are getting down to business in the 
developing of our resources in a really 
determined spiiit that ensures ultimate 
success, and at a near day. This state­ 
ment is true of many branches of indus­ 
try, but not of all. In speaking of these 
matters, it must be remembered that 
this Bection is in a state of embryo as to 
the distinctive enterprises which separate 
us from all other sections. Everything 
done has been to a large degree tentative 
and experimental. Wre are getting paBt 
that state. In fact we have got past it, 
and know now to a close degree of cer­ 
tainty how to proceed along the fine lines 
of enterprise our peculiar climate and 
soils permit of and call industry and 
capital to take up. With this reaching 
of a point of certainty as to what is best 
to 
do 
and 
how 
it 
is 
best 
to do i¿ 
comes 
a natural re­ 
assurance and confidence ot mind the 
result of which is great activity. It is to 
this state of certitude that the boom in 
orange planting is due. No year in the 
history of Southern California will at all 
compare with the current one in the 
matter of planting citrus orchards, for 
the activity is extending to lemon trees 
as well aft the orange. From years of 
experiment it is well known now just 
where to set orchards to get the best 
results; what varieties do best and pay 
best, and just how they should be 
cared for. 
« 
There are other matters to which the 
same remarks apply with equal force. 
At Pomona some three years ago a large 
cannery was put up to pack the decidu­ 
ous fruits of that district. It was to 
a 
lamentable 
degree 
a 
failure. 
The fruit was there, and the mar­ 
ket 
for 
it existed at the East, 
but those who managed 
the con­ 
cern lacked in some respects the ex­ 
perience or business acumen necessary 
to make the thing successful, even 
where all the elements cf success were 
at hand. 
Last year others took the 
plant in hand, and did better with it, to 
such a degree that this year it has been 
leased for a term cf years to a firm of 
this city, who propose to enlarge the 
facilities for packing fruit to such an ex­ 
tent as 
will enable 
them 
to 
take care 
of all 
the 
decidu- 
fruits of the district in question. 
This firm is composed of business men 
of experience, who are not taking a leap 
in the dark. They have contracted with 
dealers at the East to take a large por­ 
tion of their pack for several years. The 
fruit crop of the country east of the 
mountains this year is almost universally 
ruined by the unseasonable weather of 
the enrrent winter, and the market for 
California fruits is certain to be excel­ 
lent. 
These features of the future that lie 
right before us are very pleasing to con­ 
template. Only two of them are pointed 
to in this article, but there are many 
more of them w hosa bright characteris­ 
tics are quite as obvious as these. There 
are many other lines of enterprise in 
which the progress is not so marked as 
these, but which lie through regions of 
prosperity quite as alluring to enterprise 
and capital. 
They are 
attracting 
much attention and will in a short 
time manifest the same degree of pros­ 
perous progress.

What la Doing at thn Capital» of 
Different Stale*. 
A lb a n y , N. Y., February 6.—The vote

Their continued absence will block all 
legislation. 
Des M o in es, Ta., February 6.—The 
deadlock in the House on the Speaker­ 
ship remains unbroken. 
Charleston, W, Ya., February <}.— 
Governor Fleming was inaugurated to­ 
day. This evening there waft * brilliant 
reception at the 8tate house. 


H o n . M. M. E s te k , delegate from this 
State to the Pan-American Congress, has 
formulated a plan, which meets the ap’ 
proval of all the delegates except those 
of the United 8tates, for a silver coin 
that will circulate throughout the Ameri 
can continent. The detail of the coinage 
would be subject to the control of an 
American Monetary Union, and the 
coins should consist cf 412^2 grains of 
silver, 900 fine, bearing a uniform in 
scription. The United States should 
coin not less than two nor more 
than four million dollars per month 
and the Republics south of 
including Hayti, 
issue 
an 
equal 
amount. The Monetary UnioD, however 
would regulate the amount coined, and 
have the power to suspend the coinage 
when deemed necessary. No one doubts 
the great advantage to trade and com­ 
merce in all parts of the continent that 
would follow the adoption of a coin that 
would he received in all the Republics 
It would be an important step in inter- 
American states commerce, and wonld at 
the same time establish silver as a circu­ 
lating medium beyond the reach of dis­ 
turbance by the monometalist power of 
Wall street and London. 


How important the orange industry is 
to this section, may be seen from the fact 
that Tuatin growers will receive $100,000 
for their crop this year. Tuetin is t 
small village, a suburb of Santa Ana 
the county seat of Orange county. It is 
a most charmina little place, with its 
neat and comfortable cottages embowered 
in flowering shrubs and orange trees. 
Well may the orange grower’s home 
wear an air of comfort about it, when 
$100,000 is distributed among a few dozen 
of them for one year’s crop. 
That 
amount of money would pay for wheat 
in Illinois or Kansas to the extent of 
200.000 b u sh e ls. At 15 buB hels to th e 
acre, th a t w o u ld b e th e p ro d u ct of n early 
14.000 acres, or of more than 3,000 
40-acre farms. The orange groves about 
Tustin amount to less than 500 acres, 
and are owned hy about one hundred men. 


Tiie Board of Supervisors have done 
both a wise and a patriotic thing in mak­ 
ing so effective an effort to reduce the 
current expenses of the county govern­ 
ment as to make the income and outgo 
balance as nearly as possible. The re­ 
port of the retrenchment committee 
which was laid before the board some 
days ago, was adopted yesterday. The 
net saving to the county is $12,500 a 
year, or a little more that $1,000 a 
month. 


T h e r e is a g reat d ea l o f n o n se n se ta lk e d 
about this matter of granting subsidies to 
encourage the rehabilitation of the Ameri­ 
can merchant marine. The only reason 
why Americans do not own shipe is be­ 
cause they can make more oat of th e ir 
money in other linee of enterprise.

T h e L os Angeles Public Library has 
since it was reorganized and placed in 
the care of the present managers, become 
one of the most successful institutions in 
the United 8tates.

The Paym ent of Sub»l«llcs hy the 
U oreinia.ut Strongly Urged. 
W a s h - - ^ February fi.—'There was 
A pood attendance at the meeting of the 
American Shipping League this morn­ 
ing. The report of the committee on 
resolutions was adopted. The Farquahar 
bill to promote American shippin* by 
Government aid, was endorsed. Addi­ 
tional resolutions urge Congress to make 
immediate provision for seaboard and 
lake defenses; hail with gratification the 
acts of Congress for the rebuilding of the 
American navy; recommend adequate 
provision for the improvement of the 
harbors and rivers of the whole country 
concurrently with the restoration and 
development of our ocaan commerce, so 
that all sections and States of the Re­ 
public shall participate; United States 
mails ought to be carried in American 
ships under our own flag as soon as 
practicable, consistently with certainty 
and celerity of service, and the Govern­ 
ment should pay a just compensation for 
this service, regardless of the price at 
which other nations are willing to pro­ 
vide a similar service. 
Irving M. Scott, of California, called 
the attention of the league to the im­ 
portance of subsidies. 
The United 
States should follow the example of 
England, France and Germany, and put 
our shipping interests on an equality 
with those of other nations. 
Captain Joshua Slocum said the pres­ 
ent was a dark time for American ship­ 
ping, and complained that the Govern­ 
ment of the United States did not secure 
redress for American seamen ill-treated 
abroad. 
Ex-Governor Stevenson, oí Idaho, an­ 
nounced that the Territory he repre­ 
sented would stand by the league. 
Mr. Miller, of New Orleans, spoke in 
favor of the subsidy bill; coal, sugar, 
coffee and railroads enjoyed protection 
from the Government, but whenever 
efforts were made to extend this protec­ 
tion to the merchant marine “all Rome 
howled.”

Tlicjr Demand. Tbelr K lgbu Under 
the Constitution. 
W a s h in g to n , 
February 
6. — The 
Colored Men’s Convention today elected 
ex-Seuator Pinchbatk president of the 
national organization, and issued an ad­ 
dress to the people of the United States. 
Attention is called to the fact that pop­ 
ular elections in many States in the 
South are farcical formalities, where the 
votes of colored men are suppressed by 
violence or neutralized ; themselves and 
their wivee, daughters, mothers and 
Bisters are made special objects of un­ 
friendly State legislation and compelled 
to travel in filthy and inferior cars; 
colored American citizens convicted of 
petty offences through unfiiendly courts 
are submitted while undergoing sentence 
of said courts to cruel and inhuman 
treatment. 
“ In addition, colored American citi­ 
zens, when suspected of having com­ 
mitted certain offenceB, and while in the 
custody of so-called officers of the law, 
are in many instances, and, as we be­ 
lieve, with the knowledge and through 
the connivance of said officers, cowardly 
lynched and murdered. Our children in 
many of the said States are not afforded 
the school facilities to which they 
are entitled. The labor system in most 
of the Southern States is unjust and un 
fair, and colored Americana seldom, if 
ever, enj^va fair or reasonable portion 
of the fruits of their labor. They are 
taxed without representation and com­ 
pelled to obey laws they have no voico 
in making.” The address continues 
“ Political parties are the instruments 
through which the will of the people is 
executed. Our purpose is to so impress 
upon the public mind the justice and 
fairness of our claims, that no political 
party can safely afford to ignore them 
We urge upon the colored American 
voters that the questions relating to gov­ 
ernmental administrative policy, we 
should make secondary and subordinate, 
without regard to the attitude of the par­ 
ties upon 6ueh questions. We feel it our 
duty to support only that party, and only 
snch candidates as are known to be 
friendly to our cause, until all political 
parties will accord to us the rights and 
privileges to which we are entitled un­ 
der the Constitution and laws of the 
land.” 
The address favors the Blair bill 
placing Federal elections under Federal 
control, and emphatically denounces 
the bill for the deportation of colored 
men.

Sofia during the ball Satur­ 
day night, and the plot was to kill 
Prince Frdinand, the ruler of Bulgaria, 
at that time. 
Kalopkoff, a merchant of Rustchuk, 
and formerly a Russian officer, lias been 
arrested for complicity in the Panitza 
conspiracy. He is believed to be the 
agent through whom the Russian lega­ 
tion in Bucharest acted with the con­ 
spirators. 
Cardinal Rampolla, in reference to the 
protest of the late Rabbi Adler, disa­ 
vows, through Cardinal Manning, tbe 
report that the Pope had approved a 
French book accusing the Jews of blood 
sacrifices of Christian children. The 
Vatican simply acknowledged the re­ 
ceipt of the book. 
Influenza is increasing at the City of 
Mexico, and is causing so many deaths 
that a sufficient number of hearses is 
not available to carry the bodies of the 
dead to the cemetery. President Diaz 
and several Ministers of the Cabinet are 
contributing from their private purses 
for the relief of sufferers in poor circum­ 
stances. 
A'fred Thomas, a Home Ruler, will, 
at the coming session of the British Pat- 
liament, move an amendment to the 
address in reply to the Queen’s speech at 
the opening of Parliament, that the 
hffairs of Wales ought to be administered 
hy a special department, presided over 
by a minister acquainted with Welsh 
national affairs. 
Duncan Gillies, Premier of the Prov­ 
ince of Victoria, gave a grand banquet at 
Melbourne to the delegates to the con­ 
vention called to form a colonial federa­ 
tion. James Serice, the late Premier, 
proposed the toast, “ United Australasia.” 
Sir Henry Parks, Premier of New South 
Wales, responded. There was great en­ 
thusiasm. 
The confirmation of the Samoan treaty 
by the United States Senate affords gen­ 
eral satisfaction at Berlin. Herbert Bis­ 
marck called upon Minister Phelp9 before 
office hours Thursday morning and con­ 
gratulations were exchanged. Mrs. 
Phelps gave an afternoon tea. The 
rooms were thronged with American 
ladies and gentlemen, who expressed 
much gratification at the results of Ameri­ 
can diplomacy.

P o r tla n d , Ore., February G. — This 
morning the river was stationary at this 
poin , and it was thought there would be 
no further rise. Reports from Corvallis 
aud Oregon City said it was falling one 
iDch an hour there, 
The water was apparently at a etand 
still this afternoon, but was still up to 
the waist in front of the Pacific Postal 
Telegraph office. 
The water reached its highest point, 
twenty-eight feet four inches, at G o’clock 
this morning Since then it lias fallen 
fgpr inches in the channel. This Í3 the 
highest water in the history of the city 
The water falls Blowly in tbe streets, and 
is not perceptibly lower, but is running 
through the streets with a less rapid 
current, and is free from heavy driftwosd 
in the channel. The bridges are be­ 
lieved to be safc, and there is no evi­ 
dence of any serioue loss to buildings. 
The only loss ih the business district 
will be from the presence of water on the 
ground floors of buildings, which will be 
trifling. 
Reports from points on the Willamette 
river indicate that the river is falling 
very rapidly. Detailed reports of the 
damage above will be slow to come in, 
on account of the interruption to tele­ 
graphic communication. 
The most 
perious loss will be the destruction cf 
bridgeB, which seem to have been swept 
away eveiywhere. The largest towns in 
the valley are well above high water, 
and only small and unimportant build­ 
ings have been carried away. 
The interruption to travel etill con­ 
tinues, but the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation Company has established a 
steamer service to the Cascade locks, 
above which trains are running. 
Be 
tween the Cascade locks and here there 
is a succession of landslides, entirely 
obliterating the track in some places 
The Southern Pacific sent out a train on 
the branch line west of here, but if got 
no further than McMinnville, fifty miles 
from here. No trains have hei-n sent 
out on the main line. 
The Northern 
Pacific is running to Tacoma and 
carrying the mails. It is expected that 
the railroad blockade to the Cascade 
locks will continue t-cme days, and that 
between here and San Francisco for 
weeks, as the track and roadway have 
been entirely destroyed for a consider­ 
able distance. 
Meager advices from Ashland state 
that the Southern Pacific railroad bridge 
across the Umpqua river han been 
washed out, and in Cow creek cafion the 
railroad track has been virtually wiped 
out. 
Many smaller railroad bridges 
between here and Ashland are washed 
away, and the company does not at­ 
tempt to send out trains. 
On the west aide of the Willamette 
river trains are running as far as Mc­ 
Minnville. The Union Pacific is block­ 
aded by heavy slides between this city 
Büd The Dalles, and no trains are ex 
pected to be running for several days. 
The Northern Pacific is still running. 
At SJera sixty houses have been swept 
away and many parsons dri>en from 
their homes, though as far as knoan no 
lives have been lost. Along the river 
bottoms considerable live stock has been 
drowned and largo quantities of grain 
and hay destroyed. 
The damage to this city will not be so 
great as at first anticipated. The docks 
and wharves, while being submerged 
have stood the strain of the current, and 
now that the water is decreasing, it is 
thought the danger is over. 
The Columbia river at Vaucouver 
Washington, is falling. 
At Eugene, 
Ore., the large wagon bridge is gone, 
and one near Springfield went out today 
also part of another bridge near that city 
causing a loss of about $20,000. 
A few 
small buildings and 1 trge amoun's of 
cord wood, fencing and other material 
were washed away, and the aggregate 
losses will foot up many thousand dol 
lars.At Roseburgh, Ore., no trains have 
arrived since Friday, and a shortage of 
provisions is feared unless commumca 
fion is soon restored. The bridge across 
Greek creek and the woolen mills have 
been totally destroyed by the flood. 
The steamship State of California 
which was to have sailed for Sau Fran 
cisco tonight with the mails, has been 
delayed on account of the floods. The 
steamer was unable to discharge the 
cargo brought to this port, on account of 
the wharves being under water. 
The situation here tonight is more 
favorable; the water lias fallen several 
inchgp, and is rapidly going down. Even 
yet the only nteana of traveling on Fronr 
street is by boats, the wa er being too 
deep to permit pedfstrians to walk on the 
street with rubber boots. At different 
points along First and Second streets, 
where the water has reached, crowds of 
men wearing frubber boots could be seen 
during the day wading iu the middle of 
the streets attending to urgent businesa 
No correct estimate of the damage until 
ihe river recedes within its banka can be 
made. Both bridges across the river, 
which were threatened for two days past, 
have stood the pressure, and are now 
thought to be out of danger, as the river 
this morning reached its highest point, 
which yras 28 feet 10 inches above low 
water mark. 
C h ic a g o , February 7.— A dispatch 
from Portland, received here at 2:30 a. 
m., reports the outlook still encouraging 
and the water gradually lowering. It is 
thought no further rise will occur. 
T aco m a, Wash., February G —The 
Willamette river is higher than 
twenty years past. Many bridges aie 
threatened, and there has been great 
damage done in the entire valley. The 
revenue cutter Rush, with northern mail 
from San Francisco wa9 unable to cros- 
the Columbia river bar, so came back to 
Tacoma, and has taken the mails back to 
San Francisco.

Awful Explosion in a Britisli 
Colliery. 


M IN ERS 
H O R R IB LY 
BURNED 


No Less Than One Hundred and 
Fifty Victims—Other Foreign 
Intelligence.

L ondon, February 6.—An explosion 
occurred today in a colliery at Aberay- 
chan, Monmouthshire. Three hundred 
minerB were impriaoned for several 
hours. An opening was finally effected, 
and at noon 2G0 had been rescued. A 
number of those taken out are severely 
injured. 
Rescuing parties are still 
searching for those remaining in the 
mine. 
Tt is feared that it will be impossible to 
rescue the miners who are still impris­ 
oned. 
Forty bodies have been taken from the 
mine. Fifty miners are still imprisoned. 
It is not known whether they are dead 
or alive. 
The owners estimate that 120 persons 
lost their lives by the explosion. 
The cause of the explosion was the

explosion had tremendous force, being 
heard a mile away.

They got far enough to ba able to see 
groups of dead, but they could not reach 
them, and were compelled to retreat by 
the pulfocating volumes of smoke. Upon 
the first appearance of a diminution in 
the volume of smoke rescuers wont down 
the main shaft. 
They rescued a large 
number of miners yet alive, but all badly 
burned, and they brought out sixty dead 
bodies, nearly all so mutilated that recog­ 
nition of their identity io impossible. 
The latest estimate of the dead is 150.

Mrs. I. S. Moore Badly In­ 
jured near Pasadena.

SKULL WAS 
F K 1 C T C R E D 


She Was Walking on the Track and 
Did Sot Hear the Whistle 
Souud. 


A bou' 9 :30 o’clock yesterday morning 
M rs. I. 8. Moore, the wife of an employee 
of tke San Pedro Lumber Co., residing 
on Adella street, Pasadena, was struck 
by the local train from 8au Bernardino, 
on the Southern California railroad, a 
short distance from the Pasadena depot, 
and received such injuries as to render 
h er recovery extrem ely doubtful. The 
train left Pasadena for this city at 9 :23 
o ’clock, and on approaching the sharp 
curve about four blocks from the station, 
th e engineer, Harry Knott, saw a lady 
walking along the track. 
He blew bis 
danger whiBtle sharply three times and 
attem pted to bring his train to a stand­ 
still, but in spite of his precautions the 
engine struck the unfortunate woman, 
who had evidently failed to hear the 
warning, and threw her on one side 
of the track. 
As soon as 
possible 
after the stoppage of the train, Conduc­ 
tor Joe Kapp aud several of the paasen- 
Ifere ran to the spot where the injured 
woman lay, and she was picked up and 
carried back to the depot, where she was 
exam ined by a physician. I t was found 
th at the lady’s right foot was badly 
crushed, and thar her skull was fractured 
just above the right temple. The train, 
after a short delay, was dispatched on

Oxnard has been in frequent communi­ 
cation with Richard Gird, both in person 
and by letter, for about a year. 
His 
operations in Nebraska have been well 
understood. 
They in nowise conflict 
with the contemplated factory in Chino. 
The Oxnard Bros, constitute a firm com- 
"bining ample means 
and 
complete 
ability to build factories and make sugar 
from beets. 
Henry has spent years in 
Europe studying the industry in all its 
branches. 
The firm control the Fulton 
Bugar refinery of Brooklyn, N. Y. It ad­ 
vances money to Louisiana planters. It 
is interested in the American refiaery in 
San Francisco. I t is, in fact, in the 
business for all there is safely in it. 
Nothing is done hastily. At leaet one 
season of beet-growing and experim ent­ 
ing by analysis and otherwise precedes 
the establishing of a factory.
